French Aviator Makes High Flight at 
Los Angeles. 
Los Angeles. Cal., Jan. 13.—Louis 
Paulhan, the French aviator, broke ail 
official and unofficial records for alti­ 
tude in a Farman biplane. 
It is esti­ 
mated that lie rose to a height of 
more than 4,000 feet. 
As methods of 
measurement are not exact this may 
be questioned, but it is certain that 
he exceeded Hubert Latham's record, 
made at Mourmelon. France, Doe. I, 
1909, which was given at between 
1,600 and 1,800 feet. 
The instrument on Paulhan's ma­ 
chine registered his greatest height 
at 4,600 feet. 
The judge's record of 
Paulhan’s altitude, which is still to 
be sanctioned officially, w as 1,524 rn * 
ters, approximately 5,000 feet. 
The 
time in the air was 50:46%. 
The 
time of descent was 7:30. 
Paulhan 
made his great record shortly after

T en-year-old Student Said He Expects 
H is Theorem s to Revolutionize Study 
of 
Geometry — After 
Hie 
Lecture 
Harvard

Psychologists today are astonish***! 
by William Jam es Sidis, the ten-year- 
old student of Harvard, who startled 
gray haired mathematical professors 
by propounding some new theories of 
the fourth dimension in a lecture which 
ho recently delivered at Cambridge. 
Mass.. lw*fore tin* Harvard Mathemat­ 
ical club. 
Distinguished mathematical profess­ 
ors from nil over New England were 
present and ga zed in wonder as the 
rosy cheeked boy in short trousers 
placed on the blackboard row after 
row of figures to prove his ditficult 
and profound theories. 
Many of them 
frankly profess**! their ignorance of 
the subject of whieh the boy talked so 
glibly and again and again called on 
him to explain anew some mathemat­ 
ical theorem. 
Voutig Sidis, who was accompanied 
by his father. Dr. Boris Skiis, the well 
known psychologist, stepped to the 
front and, with a childish laugh, be­ 
gan his lecture. 
He wore a rod hand­ 
kerchief such as Is commonly worn by 
boys in the primary schools, aud his 
handwriting was that of a child.

his mind was far from childish, and 
some of his ideas were beyond the 
comprehension of many of his auditors.

“The fourth dimensional space Is a 
Euclidian space with one more dimen­ 
sion added to It. 
It is formed by a 
direct perpendicular to the third di­ 
mensional space. 
In reasoning in this 
space we take the axioms of plane 
and solid geometry as evidence.

fourth dimensional solid is called a 
configuration. 
Any sort of third di­ 
mensional space may be the bounda­ 
ries of the fourth dimensional space. 
In the fourth dimensional space we 
use the cube aud polygons of the 
third dimensional space as faces and 
with these construct the figure of the 
fourth dimension.

So much a matter of 
course are they that when some think­ 
er presents them to the world each of 
us wonders why he was not the for­ 
tunate one to give them birth. It has 
been said that a genius is one who 
gives utterance to what every one else 
Is thinking. This is complimentary to 
the mute and inglorious nine hundred 
and ninety-nine thousand, but is It 
strictly accurate or just? 
Would not 
a better way to put it he that the 
genius gives expression to what every 
one else might have thought end would 
have thought if only his gray matter 
had been working. 
The credit for originating the house 
I of governors, which is soon to meet in 
the White House, belongs to William 
George Jordan of New York city. The 
strangest thing about it is that Mr. 
Jordan Is not a politician and has had 
little to do with public life. 
Ile is an 
editor or, rather, Is a reformed edi­ 
tor who has become a student and 
author. 
In other days he presided 
over the columns of the Saturday 
Evening Post. Just now he Is watch­ 
ing the child of his brain grow Into an 
important factor in shaping the des­ 
tinies of a nation. 


Jordan at Close Range. 
It lins been the privilege of the 
writer to know Mr. Jordan in a casual 
way for several years. 
I took this for 
an excuse the other day to seek him 
in his lair, a New York flat. 
En- 
I 


his plan to each of the governors and 
to other prominent persons. Including 
President Roosevelt. 
In response he 
heard from many of the executives 
approving the Idea, some In most en­ 
thusiastic b-nfK; alsp from leading 
educators and others. 
From the desk 
in his compressed library he took out 
a sheaf of these priceless missives 
with the remark that “some day they 
may be historic.” 
Among them was 
one of warm commendation 
from 
former 
President 
Charles 
William 
Eliot of Harvard, but none from the 
White House. 
The acknowledgment 
from Roosevelt came iii a different 
way. Shortly after Mr. Jordan issued 
his letter a news Item appeared In the 
papers that the I resident intended call­ 
ing a conference of governors when 
ever occasion arose. 
It was several 
months before that occasion appeared. 
Then came Hie call for the famous 
convention of governors held on May 
13, HIOS, to consider the conservation 
of natural resources. 
It Is a regret­ 
table fact that William George Jordan, 
the true author of the plan, was not 
Invited to attend either of tho meet­ 
ings held under the Roosevelt regime. 
Jt Is to be sincerely hoped that this 
oversight will be rectified at this meet­ 
ing. 
Mr. Jordan’s recognition is com­ 
ing In oilier ways, howovef. 
One of 
the New York [tapers has given bim 
full credit and Is running an editorial 
daily in favor of the proposition. 


Its Moral Influence. 
It is not Mr. Jordan’s idea that the 
bouse oi governors should have power 
other than advisory. “I should hope It j 
would not,” he said. 
Ile does not de­ 
sign it to be an extra lawmaking body. 
Its moral Influence, however, would be 
great. Nor w ould he attempt ti* predh t 


need is for uniform laws on these aud 
other subjects over which the states 
have exclusive power. Some authority 
must have control In this domain. The 
national government cannot exercise 
this control without stretching if not 
violating thp constitution. The individ­ 
ual states have shown that they will 
not meet tne demand in an adequate 
way; therefore It Is an absolute ne­ 
cessity either to have the states do the 
work, acting in concert, or to enlarge 
the federal [lower. 
Ex[>erieuce has 
shown that the people will not amend 
the federal constitution. 
Four hun­ 
dred and thirty-five attempted amend­ 
ments have failed in congress. Of the 
few adopted none of them adds any 
new powers to the national legislature. 
Thus the states alone may he relied 
on to do the work. 
Rut the states 
acting separately fall short and pro­ 
duce confusion. They must act in har­ 
mony. How better can this he brought 
about than throng!! a yearly meettug 
of their chief executives?

This lack of au­ 
thority in one way seems a weakness, 
yet is absolutely necessary in the very 
nature of the case; otherwise the 
freedom of the states would be lost 
After discussing any given subject and 
voting upon It the next step would be 
for each Individual governor to rec­ 
ommend it to his legislature. 
If It 
were rejected by this, tile very fact 
that it had been acted upon by so con­ 
spicuous a body as the house of gov­ 
ernors would focus public attention 
upon It and make it an Issue before 
the people, perhaps to be adopted by 
some future legislature. 
Thus tho 
house of governors would be eiluca 
tive. 
In the past Hie only method to 
obtain uniformity iu state laws was 
for one legislature to copy tne acts of 
another. 
Tills has proved stow, cum­ 
brous and ineffective. 
With the chief 
executives working together, uniformi­ 
ty would heroine a goal constantly 
kept in sight. 
Emerson said something to the effect 
that we should beware when a thinker 
Is let loose upon Hie world, and it may 
well he that when William George 
Jordan iii his tabloid library, top floor 
thought of the house of governors he 
started a new and potent factor ii? 
American politics.

The distinction 
between legislation recommended by 
the house of governors and that enact­ 
ed by congress he defines rather hap­ 
pily by denominating the one united 
state action, the other United States 
action. 
The attempt to stretch tho 
constitution so that it will cover sub­ 
jects not contemplated by the fathers 
he illustrates by reference to the pres­ 
ident's appeal for legislation against 
the white slave traffic. 
Now, every 
docent man believes there should be 
such legislation, but Mr. Jordan con­ 
tends that it should be enacted by the 
states and not by congress. The clause 
under which most of the federal usur­ 
pation has been justified is that giving 
congress [lower to regulate commerce 
between the states. 
Whatever may he 
said of the other attempts at federal 
regulation ba sen I upon this provision, 
he does not believe that by the wildest 
stretch it could lie made to include 
the white slave traffic. In other words, 
the rather elastic phrase “commerce 
between the states” does not include 
sexual commerce 
The national government bas in­ 
vaded fields that the fathers Intended 
to lie reserved to the states for tile 
potent reason that the states them-1 
selves had refused or neglected to not. 
The reforms attempted were neces­ 
sary. hut In the contention of the 
founder of the house of governors the 
usurpation was nil the more insidious 
because of this fact. Whatever may 
be said of salutary measures already 
passed, however, there Is a large range 
of subjects over w hich congress never 
can and never will exercise Jurisdic­ 
tion and which the states acting singly 
cannot handle. 
Here “united state” 
action Is the only solution of the prob­ 
lem.

While this conference is held In the 
White House, like tile two previous 
ones, it Is only out of courtesy to the 
president ami is not a fixed policy. Mr 
Jordan’s idea is that the house of gov­ 
ernors should deal with state as dis 
tinct from federal policies and for this 
reason I cloves that future meetings 
shorn I be held away from Washington. 
To avoid jealousies they should make 
a rotation of state capitals.

a permanent fixture in our national 
life because of the need for It. It is 
inevitable. Congressmen represent their 
districts. 
Senators more properly rep­ 
resent the states, but only In their 
relations to the nation. The governor 
represents the state Iii its relations to 
the other states. This is an important 
distinction, one involving the funda­ 
mental idea in our dual scheme of 
government. 
The house of governors will come 
because it stands for home rule, be­ 
cause it is founded on the idea of fun 
da mental democracy. The meeting of 
this year is really the first one of the 
boily proper, the first called by its 
own members; therefore tile day of 
its convening may become one of his­ 
toric importance to the nation. Con­ 
temporaneously are held a convention 
for uniformity of laws called by the 
National Civie alliance, another for the 
conservation of national resources and 
still others dealing with kindred move­ 
ments. 
The plan outlined by Mr. Jordan. 
which in a modified form may be 
adopted if the boily becomes perma­ 
nent, contemplates entire liberty of 
discussion and action. 
Just as each | 
legislature Is free to accept or reject J 
uuy recommendation of the governor. 
so each governor is free to accept or 
reject any net ion of tho house of gov­ 
ernors. even though he stands alone
